How Two-Cycle Enginc Work«. 

According to Chester S. Ricker, 
who directs the timing and scoring 
of the Ind‘anapolis race, a 16-cyl- 
inder racing car is virtually what 
you have when the present type of 
eieht-cvlinder race car is operated 
on the two-cycle principle. 

“To understand what it is,”’ he 
explains. “you must first cistin- 
guish the difference between a four 
and a two-crcle engine. All auto- 
mobile engines built today have 


four-cycie engines. That is, the | 


piston must make four strokes be- 
tween each ignition time or spark. 
In a two-cycle engine only two 


strokes intervene between sparks. | 
In terms of power, the two-cycle |

Moliere’s Farce, Presented 
261 Years Ago in Paris, 
“Was Suppressed After Its 
Second Performance. -. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES, 
Music and Drama Critic of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

ROM Tirso de Molina to Ber- 
F nard Shaw, scores of dramat- 

ists have undertaken the le- 
gend of Don Juan Tenorio of Se- 
ville. The earliest setting in 
which a modern timbre rang out 
loud and clear was “‘Le Festin de 
Pierre,’”’ by Jean Baptiste Poqu>- 
lin, called Moliere, which was pro- 
duced in Paris during 1666, and 
was suppressed after the second 
performance. Under the title of 
“Don Juan,” this celebrated land- 
mark of spiritual liberty will be 
presented tomorrow night at the 
Garden Theater, in all probability 
for the first time in St. Louls. 


According to the fable, Don 
Juan wes a debauchee, an assassin 
and, worst of all, a heretic. Having 
betrayed Elvire, daughter of the 
commander, Gonzalo dt Ullua, the 
youthful rake killed in a duel the 
vengeful father of his victim. A 
marble statue was raised in mem- 
ory of the commander, and Don 
Juan had the hardihood to invite 
the image to sup with him. The 
statue appeared with a crew of 
devils, who haled the seducer forth 
to an edifying doom amid the bon- 
fires of Tophet. . 

Holy legend Made a Farce. 

HE myth was designed origi- 
T nally as a_i fearful homily 

against the crime of impiety. 
Except for two episodes—the noto- 
rious scene with the Beggar and 
the incident of M. Dimanche—Mo- 
liere took his material faithfully 
from preceding versions of the le- 
gend. It is a revolution of spirit 
which transfigures his work. The 
French playwright did not secrupl« 
to convert a holy myth into a 
farce, and a sacrilegious bravo into 
a paladin of free intelligence. 

The ecclesiastics were swift to 
take alarm. A tempest of bigotry 
thundered about Moliere’s - head. 
He was denounced as “a corrupter 
of virtue’ and “an assailant of the 
interests of heaven.” That noble 
theologian, the Prince de Conti, 
fulminated thati,of all the schools 
of atheism, “La Festin de Pierre.” 
was the most brazen. Faint-Bvre- 
mond protested that he never be- 
held the play without wishing that 
the author might be crushed like 
his hero. 

Except for the support of Louls 
XIV, Molliere would scarcely have 
escaped with the mere suppression 
of his comedy. He was fortunate 
to evade the stake, or at least the 
Bastille. But it happened at the 
moment that the sovereign leeked 
with a sour eye upon the cabal of 
zealots. They had had the effront- 
éry to leer puritanically upon the 
Grand Monarch’s amours. S8o his 
reply was to adopt Moliere’s com- 
pany as “the King’s troupe,” and 
to dower them all with pensions. 

Don Juan and the . 

OWEVER, when the work 
H was published, nine years 

after the playwright's death, 
the religious party had interest 
enough to suppress certain pas- 
sages, notably the scene with the 
beggar. This vagabond informs 
Don Juan that he spends his life 
in a clamor of prayers. for those 
who give him alms. Since he passes 
ali hig days in commerce, with 
heaven, the scoffer suggests, he 
should be a very prosperous man. 
The starveting replies that he rare- 
ly hag a morsel of bread with 
whic to bless hig teeth, where- 
upon Don Juan offers him a louis 
@’or An hour if he will curse in- 
stead of pray. 

This scene was loa for 150 years, 
and was recovered through a sar- 
donic accidegt. It chanced that 
De la Regnie, the Chief of Police

closing, preserved an unfobliiterated 
copy, for his private relish, and 
this was unearthed among his pa-

It is impossible to read the com- 
edy without a thrill at Moliere’s 
courage. To begin with, his Don 
Juan is a true hidalgo, intrepid 
and generous. At the risk of his 
own life, he saves from robbers 
an enemy who has come with a 
rout of assassins to murder him. 
As for his little affairs with the 
ladies, the hero piques himself on 
adding materially to the happiness 
of the feminine gender by serving 
—~to quote Mis valet, Sganarellie—

The 
Rich Little Poor 
Girl is Emily, 
daughter of Gover- 
nor Alfred E. Smith 
of New York, who 
recently became the 
briae of Major John A. Warner, Superin- 
tendent of New York's State Police. A 
Princess might scarcely have had a more re- 
gal wedding—a Princess with a fairy god- 
mother more glittering gifts. 

A Prince of the Church performed the 
wedding ceremony. The Pope himself ca- 
bled a benediction to the bridal pair. There 
was stately pomp and glittering grandeur 
and this little woman, born on a third- 
floor tenement down on Madison street in 
New York's East Side, was showered with 
gifts—-in value more than $350,000. The 
puszie was a place to put them. 

Strange contrast between glitter and 
magnificence and the sturdy fact. For 
Governor Al Smith is not a rich man. The 
tenement girl that was—Mrs. John Warner 
that is-—-is not to live in such magnificence 
as that which surrounded her great mo- 
ment—the great moment of any woman's 
life—her plight of troth before the altar. 

Among the gifts were several checks. 
They totaled more than $5000. That is 
almost as much as her husband's salary as 
Superintendent.of the State Police. 

For where in the four-room brick home 
on Hudson avenue—this is now the resi- 
dence of Major and Mrs. Warner—will be 
found room for 26 chests of ailver, 50 sets 
of imported china, 16 sets of gold-decorated 
china and 20 clocks?

FORT MADISON, Iowa. 
LEXANDER COLE- 
MAN is 87 years old 
and bent and gray. 
A retired farmer 
and an old soldier. 
Therefore, nobody 
paid much atten- 
tion to him when re. 
cently he attended 
a meeting of Lee 
County's BKoard of 
| Supervisors. Old 
soldiers often attend those meetings, proba- 
bly because their veara have left them little 
of activity. And sometimes because they need 
the county aid to get along. Retired farmers, 
aleo, are there often. They want to watch 
the way the Hoard spends the tax money. 
it in thelr money—-the farmers’ money-—— 
that Is to be spent. They constitute a guard 
of vigilance. They fear the board wiil spend 
tax money to build paved roads. These 
farmers know that what they made was 
made without paved highways. The latter, 
sO they argue, are a luxury—for the city 
man and his automobile. 

Some of those present knew Alexander 
Coleman, at least by sight. For 10 vears he 
had been a familiar figure in the town. Fort 
Madison knew he was therqa—-and that was 
all, His coming, or going, or doing, couldn't 
eo much as make a ripple on the surface of 
the city's life. So Fort Madison thought-— 
until he visited the Board of Supervisors. 

And how could such a man-—a man at 
peace with the world, at peace with him- 
self, whose life was a well-ordered routine. 
whose wants and needs were so few—~how 
could this man effect in community life not 
a ripple, but a great big splash?
